The token at first 
are not numerous, hut they are there 
Something in the air is alien to Aug¬ 
ust, a certain crispness that is tonic. 
1 here is a slight haze on the horizon. 
The greenness of the earth and trees 
is subdued, and there are faint tints 
of brown appearing here and there. 
There is a shimmering and a shrivel¬ 
ing in the corn fields, and the process 
of ripening is quickened daily. A few 
of the birds have already answered 
the call of the Southland, hut many 
linger to gladden the eye.4 of the way¬ 
farer and cheer his heart. Wintei 
still seems a long way off, and it is 
good to know that between September 
days and flurry of snow and ice are 
the flaming splendors of October. 
September is a month that has much 
to offer to those who are in love with 
life under the open sky. The days 
are cool, but not too cool for comfort. 
The rays of the sun are genial, but 
not unpleasantly warm. The early 
mornings are bracing, and the early 
evenings have in them a quality of 
dreamy ardor. The leaves are falling 
but not in profusion. Summer fades 
slowly, almost as imperceptibly as 
the charm of a beautiful woman in 
her early forties whose eyes are stih 
eloquent, and with healthful fervoi 
undiminished. Such is September 
standing midway between the purpli 
maturity of midsummer, and the ol< 
gold and crimson of the crowning 
days of autumn. 


nd once again there is something 
neiF in grain harvesting. While most 
ptyAple were thinking that the com¬ 
bine was the very latest in harvest¬ 
ing machinery, now comes a story 
from Coal Valley, near Edmonton, to 
the effect that George William Ret- 
tinger, engineer and farmer, had in¬ 
vented a new system of drying and 
ripening the heads of the grain so that 
the fears of wet weather in harvest 
more or less vanish. With the help 
of J. Hoefle, of Rivierie Qui Barre, 
Alta., who took an interest in nis 
scheme, he has built this summer on 
Mr. Hoefle’s farm his first actual 
grain drying apparatus. From the 
roadway at the entrance to the vil¬ 
lage, one sees what may be a huge 
granary or small barn with loft ven¬ 
tilators running the whole length. The 
building is 30 feet long by 14 feet 
wide and about 25 feet high. On the 
outside wall appear nine lateral slots 
set three feet apart, which allow air 
into nine ventilating racks running up 
to the top of the building. These racks 
are about six inches wide, composea 
of boards, hinged and set at an angle 
all the way up, so that there is an 
air space of about four inches between 
each. The boards are of the nature of 
shutters and can be closed or opened 
to any required space. In between 
these racks, occupying each three feet 
of space are placed grain heads, which 
are filled into the building through 
the roof made of hinged doors. The air 
circulates from the lateral slots, up 
through the racks and then through 
the ventilator on the roof, drying and 
maturing the grain. Thus, according 
to the inventor, there is no danger of 
tough, spoiled or bleached grain and 
a good hard grade is ensured. The 
method of harvesting is simple. The 
grain heads are merely taken off with 
a header, which is an inexpensive 
machine, and are carried up through 
the roof of the drying building by a 
straw carrier worked by a small en¬ 
gine. After that the heads are al¬ 
lowed to dry out and may remain any 
indefinite time until the farmer 
wishes to do his threshing. For 
threshing purposes doors are made in 
one end of the building at the foot ana 
the heads are simply raked out on tc 
steel apron spread at the foot of an 
ordinary thresher feeder. For about 
$1,000 a drying building could be con¬ 
structed large enough to look aftei 
the grain of a quarter-section, the in¬ 
ventor claims. The trial building on 
the Hoeflefarm at Morinville is said 
to be housing 35 acres of crop and 
cost $160. The benefits claimed by 
Mr. Rettinger are the elimination of 
twine, stooking, hauling in harvest, 
and the cutting out of the harvest 
rush. The farmer can get on his land 
as soon as he has finished cutting. He 
can thresh whenever he likes, and thus 
distribute his labor bill over the slack 
seasons. The long stubble can either 
be burned off or plowed in, accord¬ 
ing to the farmer’s wishes, and burn¬ 
ing will kill weeds. It is also claimed 
that more bushels to the acre will re¬ 
sult as a header does not waste grain. 
Threshing is not done in a hurry, toe 
grain is hard, and there is the elimina¬ 
tion of the straw pile. 


NOT INVITED TO STAND 


“I have not been asked to stand as a 
candidate for leadership,” said H. C. 
Cahan, M.P. for St. Lawrence - St. 
George, when asked by a reporter of 
the Toronto Star if he was in the field 
for the leadership of the Conservative 
party. “On November 11, 1926,” said 
Mr. Cahan, “I was elected chairman of 
a committee to organize Quebec and 
attend to the selection of delegates. I 
have not canvassed on my own behalf 
one single person.” “I do not defi¬ 
nitely know how a single delegate is 
going to vote at theforthcoming con¬ 
vention and I have certainly not been 
asked to stand in the capacity of a 
candidate for party leadership despite 
what has been said to the contrary.’’ 

It is s u b s t a n t ia I 1 y true that 
there is. as Mr. Wickham Murray 
said at the British Association, “still 
a good deal of snobbery towara, 
trade.’’ Parents for the most part pre¬ 
fer their sons to go into the profes¬ 
sions. It is- only when they are men 
tally ill-equipped for the profession: 
that they are condescendingly turned 
into the business world. It is the re¬ 
verse in America. There the intellec 
tual cream is absorbed ifito business. 
What remalns-goes into the profes 
sions. The presence of ablh young 
men in business is probably not the 
least important of the many factors, 
whicji account for American prosper¬ 
ity. ‘ -_ 

The demand for national organiza¬ 
tion for the utilisation of Canadian 
coal will continue until this problem 
is solved. Canada should not go on 
spending a hundred million dollars a 
year for American coal when coal in 
great abundance can be secured in 
our own country.

Issued by Department of Agriculture. 

Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
September 26, 1927 

The delay in harvesting and thresh¬ 
ing operations occasioned by the fall 
of rain and snow on Friday and Sat-1 
urday will be very slight and with a i 
continuance of the present favorable 
weather, work will be resumed within I 
a few days, according to reports reach 
ing the Department of Agriculture.' 
The snowfall was heavier over the j 
northern half of the province, but sun 
and wind are rapidly drying stooks! 
and little damage to crops in the fields J 
is anticipated. 

Cutting of wheat had been practi¬ 
cally completed over the province by 
the middle of the past week, and rap¬ 
id progress was being made in ha,^ 
vesting coarse grains. Lodging has 
occurred in some fields as a result of 
the snowfall, and this will delay the 
completion of cutting in some cast*. 
A good start had been made with 
threshing in a number of districts and 
some exceptionally good yields have 
been reported. Most of the wheat 
threshed so far is grading No. 2 and 
No. 3 Northern, but the percentage of 
tough grain being marketed is suffic¬ 
ient to justify a warning to farmers 
not to be unduly anxious to thresh be- 
j fore stooks have dried thoroughly. 

In the south eastern part of the 
province the weather has been dull, 
but rain did not stop threshing and 
good progress is being made. In cen¬ 
tral and northern sections work was 
completely tied up but present indica¬ 
tions point to a resumption of thresh¬ 
ing operations about Wednesday. In 
the, Grande Prairie, Peace River and 
Spirit River districts work is expected 
to be general again by the middle of 
the present week. -

PRAIRIE FIRES ACT 


Owing to the luxuriant growth of 
vegetation during the past season, 
which eventually will become inflam¬ 
mable, it is considered advisable to 
warn all concerned of the danger to 
farm property from fire. Should 
fires be allowed to burn over the 
range country it will be a serious loss 
to horse and cattle ranchers. “The 
Prairie Fires Act” enacts that: 

Any person who either directly or 
indirectly, personally or through any 
servant employee or agent— 

(a) kindles a fire and lets it run at 
large on any land not his own 
property; 

(b) permits any fire to pass from 
his own land or land occupied by 
him; or 

(c) allows any fire under his charge 
custody or control or under the 
charge, custody or control of any 
servant, employee or agent to 
run at large, 

shall be guilty of an offence 1 ’ and shall 
on summary conviction thereof be li¬ 
able to a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars and not more than 
two hundred dollars and in addition 
to such penalty shall be liable to civil 
action for damages at the suit of any 
person whose property has been in¬ 
jured or destroyed by any such fire. 

Little difficulty is reported in secur¬ 
ing sufficient labour to handle the 
crop and threshing machines are plen¬ 
tiful throughout the province so that 
with favourable weather little time 
will be lost in putting Alberta’s rec¬ 
ord crop into marketable shape. 


Active steps to deal with the recent 
outbreak of poliomyelitis or Infantile 
Paralysis in various parts of the prov 
ince have been taken by the Provin¬ 
cial Department of Health, announces 
Hon. George Hoadley and every pos¬ 
sible effort is being made to co-oper- 
ata.with local Boards of Health and 
the medical profession over the prov¬ 
ince in coping with the situation. 

As a result of a conference of Pro¬ 
vincial, University and city health 
authorities, called by the Minister, a 
campaign was outlined and some 1!>,- 
000 copies of the special bulletin on 
Infantile Paralysis have bee nissued 
by the Department and distributed to 
newspapers, physicians, local boards 
of health, school boards and other or¬ 
ganizations. Special articles dealing 
with the disease have been prepared 
by the department and given wide 
publicity through the press. 

The Provincial Board of Health at a 
meeting held on September 14, decid¬ 
ed to instruct local boards of health 
in municipalities in the province 
where Infantile Paralysis has occurr¬ 
ed’to order that children under 18 
years of age be not permitted to 
change their place of residence to 
points outside the municipality In 
which they reside unless a permit 
granting such permission has been is¬ 
sued by the local board of health of 
the municipality in which such child¬ 
ren reside. Copies of the above notice 
of the action of the Provincial Board 
have been forwarded to the secretar¬ 
ies of all local boards of health, to 
all medical health officers and all 
postmasters in the province, in order 
to prevent as far as possible the 
spread of the disease from one dis¬ 
trict to another. _

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One year from date of publication 
in the Qnnada Gazette new Regula¬ 
tions requiring the inspection and 
grading of fruit for exportatioff 
come into effect. They will require 
that all fresh fruit must be inspected 
and an export inspection certificate 
issued showing the grade before 
leaving the country. 

A record was established at Que¬ 
bec recently with nine passenger 
vessels arriving and landing pas¬ 
sengers and mail, the largest num- 
oer ever to visit the port at any 
one time. Included in the arrivals 
were the “Empress of Scotland,” 
the "Montnairn,” “Montclare,” 
“Marloch” and “Melita” of the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships. 

A new high record of $15,824,- 
821 in gold production of the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario during the first 
half year , is shown in the re¬ 
port just out, the increase over the 
similar period of last year being a 
quarter of a million. During the 
same half year the total production 
of all minerals in Ontario was $45,- 
103,223, as against $42,584,402 for 
the same half year' of 1926. 


To serve Jhe interests of hundreds 
of farmers in Southern Saskatche¬ 
wan two new branch lines of thle 
Canadian Pacific Railway started 
operation on September 1st, accord¬ 
ing to announcement by D. C. Cole¬ 
man, Vice-President, C.P.R. The 
longer of the two lines run from 
Aseiniboine south to Coronach, a 
distance of 59 miles, and the second, 
a 27-mile stretch, runs fj-om Brom- 
head to Lake Alma. 


The 100 members of the British 
Newspapers’ Society left Canada 
thoroughly impressed with the op¬ 
portunities Canada possesses. Their 
impressions are that Canada was 
already great and is potentially 
much greater, and they were am¬ 
azed that so much could have been 
accomplished in Canada in such a 
short time by so few people. They 
eailed from Montreal on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Steamship “Mont¬ 
clare, V the ship having a large pas¬ 
senger list. 


After a strenuous six weeks trav¬ 
elling across the Dominion of 
Canada, Their Royal Highnesses, 
the Prince of Wales and his brother 
George, embarked on the Canadian 
Pacific Flagship, the “Empress of 
Scotland,” tired but happy. Prince 
Edward says, “Every time I come te 
your country I am more and more 
attracted by the wonderful natural 
scenery and the warmth of the wel¬ 
come extended by Canadians, and 
trust that it will not be long be¬ 
fore we aseet again.” 


Approximately 1,000 members of 
the American Legion visited Mont¬ 
real on their way to Paris, France, 
where they will hold their 9th an¬ 
nual convention. The people cams 
from Idaho, Buffalo, Wisconsin, 
Washington, Montana and North 
and South Dakota. . Frank X. 
Schwab, mayoT of Buffalo, gave the 
Legionnaires of that city a wild 
buffalo to he presented to the citi¬ 
zens of Paris. They crossed to Ant¬ 
werp on ths "Montnairn” and 
“Montroyal,” both liners in ths 
Canadian Pacific service. 


“A land of good wages and un¬ 
limited possibilities,” is the man¬ 
ner in which Premier Stanley Bald¬ 
win characterized Canada in his first 
public address in the Old Country 
after his return from the Domin¬ 
ion. Ninety-five per cent, of ths 
men (of whom we hear too much) 
who go out to the Dominion and 
fail, owe their failures to them¬ 
selves, I have no doubt that a man 
can succeed on ths land there even 
if he has not been brought up in 
the country at home.

/^anada is still the finest big game 
area in North America. Moose, 
deer and caribou abound in the 
provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Alberta 
and British Columbia — the latter 
two offering mountain sheep, moun¬ 
tain goats and grizzly bears for 
good measure, but caribou may not 
be shot in Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick. Early reports from 
veteran guides in all these provinces 
Indicate that game will be more 
plentiful this year than for many 
•easona past.

Nova Scotia, fascinating country 
of Longfellow’s Acadia, has in South 
Milford its most famous “jumping- 
off” place to the hunting districts 
bordering Lake Kedgemakouge, and 
Lake Rossignol. These lake regions 
are the haunt of the finest speci¬ 
mens of moose, deer and black bear. 

In New Brunswick, the hunter has 
thousands of square miles of big 
game country. From Plaster Rock, 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
there is easy access to the wild life 
areas of the Tobique, Nepisiguit and 
Upsalauitch Rivers. Other noted 
game district* border the Miramichi, 
Keswick, Gaspereaux, Serpentine 
and Restigouche Rivers. 

Quebec, with its 700.000 square 


miles, lt« enormous game resources 
and favorable water routes. Is a 
most attractive prospect for the 
sportsman. Mooge, deer and black 
bear abound in the Kipawa and 
Timiskaming districts, Upper Gati¬ 
neau River, Lake Megantic, and 
the Laurentian Mountains, which 
Champion Gene Tunney visited last 
spring. Noted “going-in” places to 
this hunter's paradise are at La- 
bolle, Nominingue, Lac Saguay and 
Mont Laurier. Similar attractions 
are found in the province of Ontario, 
whose 407,000 square miles are 
heavily wooded and plentifully' 
stocked with wild life. Attractive 
regions here include Georgian Bay, 
French River, Metagama, Schreiber, 
Jackfish and Nipigon. 

Alberta has a great plenty of 
mountain goats, mountain sheep, 
deer, moose, grizzlies, caribou and 
a variety of small gaqie, all of which 
can be conveniently reached from 
such noted “jumping-off” places as 
Banff, Calgary, Edmonton and High 
River. 

British Columbia Cariboo and 
Cassiar districts offer the very big¬ 
gest of big game in the Canadian - 
Rockies. From Ashcroft, B.C., the 
hunter enters the Cariboo Country 
where, with other big game, are 
found the great shaggy grizzlies 
whose very ferocity lures the ambi¬ 
tious and daring sportsman. From 
Field, Kamloops, Revelstoke and 
Slcamous great numbers of hunters 
go every season In quest of the giant 
game in which these regions abound. 


The idea that the Scot will not 
spend money was dispelled this 
month so far as travel is concerned 
by the thousands of clansmen who 
came a hundred miles or Thore by 
train or motor to attend the High¬ 
land Gathering at Banff, Alberta, 
held in September. 


A shipment of antelope from Can¬ 
ada to the United States is shortly 
to be made. Charles Blazer, rancher, 
at Lake Newell, who has for years 
interested himself in the preserva¬ 
tion of these animals, has con¬ 
tracted to deliver twenty^two head 
to a Texas banker. 


It has been announced that the 
representatives of the Cuban potato 
buyers have agreed to take nine 
hundred thousand bushels of New 
Brunswick potatoes this season. 
Negotiations are at present under 
way with the Cuban buyers for the 
sale of the Nova Scotia potato erop. 


Increasing interest has been 
shown in the organization of boys’ 
and girls’ swine dubs throughout 
the province of Alberta and new 
clubs have been formed, among other 
places, at Pincher Creek, Macleod 
and Raymond. To the winning team 
in ALterta the Canadian Pacific 
Railway awards a trip to the Royal 
Winter Fair at Toronto. 


The 4,000 sportsmen who mads 
returns to the Saskatchewan provin¬ 
cial gamekeepers department last 
year secured a total bag of 100,000 
duck, 26,000 prairie chickens, 6,000 
ruffed grouse, and 3,200 geese. In 
order to obtain some idea of the ap¬ 
proximate bag of all hunters it is to 
be assumed that 12,000 who did not 
make returns secured the sams 
average bags. 


An unfailing indication of farm 
prosperity is the increasing sals of 
agricultural implements reported by 
nearly all dealers in the west this 
year. The demand for haying 
machinery has been especially 
heavy, while the sale of threshers, 
binders, combines and tractors has 
been exceptionally large, some firms 
reporting from 100 to 200 per cent, 
increases in the sales of these imple¬ 
ments. 


When the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way train bearing 125 delegatee to 
the Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce convention arrived at Craigel- 
lachie, B.C., recently, President S. 
B. Gundy requested that a brief 
stop be made during which the 
delegates paid tribute on the spot 
where the last spike of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific transcontinental line 
was driven Unking for the first time 
the East to the West. Mr. Gandy 
■poke briefly of the courage and 
vision of the builders of the railroad.

ALBERTA CROP BEST 

Prairie Wheat Crops Practically All 

Cut. Alberta Leads in General 
Outlook 

With the exception of a small per¬ 
centage of wheat in Alberta, and; 
some late oats and flax in all three of | 
thq prairie provinces, grain crops inj 
Western Canada have been cut. ac¬ 
cording to weekly report of the agri¬ 
cultural department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 26. 

Harvesting was carried on last I 
week under improved weather condi¬ 
tions, ahd threshing became general, 
but last Saturday rain and sleet were 
general over the west, causing, anoth¬ 
er delay. 

Taking into full consideration the 
damage resulting from frost, rust 
and hail, the crop generally is consid¬ 
ered very satisfactory, particularly U 
Alberta. Oats were poor in Manitoba 
but fairly good in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. Danger from frost is now 
considered over. Barley promises in 
be a satisfactory crop in all three 
provinces, and rye, taken generally, is 
also satisfactory. All fodder crops 
are abundant, and all districts will be 
well supplied with winter feed. 

About half the Manitoba wheat crop 
has been threshed. The percentage is 
a little less when all grains are con¬ 
sidered. 

Approximately 20 percent of toe 
Saskatchewan wheat has been thresh¬ 
ed, with a lower percentage for all 
grains. 

Alberta is behind other prairie prov 
inces in wheat threshing, the total to 
date being put at 5 per cent in the re¬ 
port. 

In British Columbia, winter apples, 
have been improved by rains, thougn 
the wet cool weather has not been so 
favorable for some of the delicate 
fruits. 

BOXING IS BIG BUSINESS 

Happy that he has proven himself 
at last a fighter, able to meet Jack 
Dempsey at his own game and still 
even though the issge was clouded 
by a “long count’’ Gene Tunney, Fri¬ 
day, repared to head homeward. The 
heavyweight champion’s entourage 
had reservations for a party of about 
20 on the Twentieth Century Limited, 
leaving Chicago at 10:40 Saturday 
night for New York. Before desert¬ 
ing his hotel apartment, Tunney ex¬ 
pressed little sympathy with the claim 
of Leo P. Flynn, filed with the Illinois 
State Athletic Commission that tne 
champion was gi'tfen the benefit of too 
long a count when Dempsey floored 
him in the seventh round. ‘‘Flynn has 
been appealing decisions all his life,’ 
Tunney remarked. “It isn’t surprising 
that he intends to appeal the decision 
of Thursday night. I watched Demp¬ 
sey when I was down in the seventh 
and watched the referee count. I 
could have risen at any time but pre¬ 
ferred to gain the benefit of the full 
rest. My seconds waved me to stay 
down when I was about to rise at the 
count of five.’’ Gene said he was per¬ 
fectly willing to meet Demsey again 
if'the issue still was in doubL "Why 
shouldn’t I?” he asked. “I can beat 
Dempsey every day in the week ano 
for another million dollars I’d fight 
anyone. This is business—big busi¬ 
ness—and personal feelings do not 
enter.’’ /

SHEEP AND DOGS 

It is unfortunate that with the 
efforts which are being made to de¬ 
velop the sheep industry hereabouts 
one of our breeders should recently 
have been the vicitm of a raid by 
dogs. There is no doubt that dogs 
constitute the greatest menace to the 
flockmaster. It is this unsolved peri, 
which deters many, who farm sman 
places, from keeping two or thret 
sheep. Much as they wish tp engage 
in this business they cannot risk it. 
It is true that compensation is help¬ 
ful but it is not a cure. Neither does 
shooting the dog help greatly with the 
flock harmed by having been run and 
some animals dead. Much time and 
expense are involved in the .aftermath 
of these periodical ravages by dogs. 
What is the remedy ? It has bee., 
suggested that every-tlog should be 
kept under leash. One can imaging 
the outcry from whose who own dogs 
but do not keep sheep. Obviously 
such drastic regulation would not be 
popular, neither would it be practic¬ 
able. Some relief could be secured by 
improved and most rigid checking of 
collars and tags. This is police work. 
Dogs should be kept under proper con¬ 
trol and their whereabouts known to 
their owners. Once two dogs, at a 
loose end, get together there is ((anger 
ahead. 

LOOKING TO WEST 

Growing demands among the farm¬ 
ers of Western Canada for labor-sav¬ 
ing devices on their farms are causing 
manufacturers of the east to turn 
their attentions more and more to the 
west, according to H. H. Rimmer, 
general advertising manager of thq 
Canadian General Electric Co., who 
arrived in Calga'ry on a business tour 
on Friday morningr—“The first thing 
a farmer does toward electrically 
modernizing his farm is to wile his 
house for eletric lights,” Mr. Rimmer 
declared. “From that point there are 
two departures. The farmer’s wife 
demands-Iabor saving devices for the 
home, and, next the farmer demands 
motorized power for the outside 
work.’’ 

Mr. Rimmer said that this, his 
first trip to the west, has been made 
for business reasons and in order that 
he might gain first hand information 
in regard to the merchandizing field 
for his company. ‘-Conditions, I find,

Mr. Kon, the 
Russian representative, says that 
since J. M. Dillon was engaged by 
the department of agriculture at Ot¬ 
tawa to conduct the purchase of hor¬ 
ses on behalf of the dominion, the pur¬ 
chase has- been carried on very 
smoothly and satisfactorily ano no 
had nothing but praise to utter of Mr. 
Dillon’s capabilities as an organizei 
and buyer. Russia will be in the 
market for more horses in 1928. Mr. 
Kon remarked that he had recently- 
returned from a trip to Montana ana 
Oregon, where horses of the type that 
they were securing in'Alberta wcrt> 1 
being sold for $3 to $5 a jioad to 
canncrs.

The Western crop this year will 
supply plenty of motive power to keep 
the wheels of Eastern industry hum¬ 
ming. 

Flocks of wild geese have been seen 
flying south over Colorado and some 
one declares we are in for an early 
winter. 

The- Arrowood Consolidated and 
other nearby schools have closed as 
a safeguard against the outbreak of 
infantile paralysis. 

Cordon Campbell, discoverer of the 
Kevin and Cat Creek oil fields will 
soon receive his freedom from the'fed¬ 
eral prison at Leavenworth where lie 
served a year on a charge hi f using tiie 
mails to defraud. ' 

A fool there was and he saved his 
rocks, even as you and I,.but he took 
them out of the old strong box when 
a salesman called .with some wild-cat 
stocks, and the fool was stripped to 
his shirt and socks, even as you and I. 

The Maoris of New Zealand during 
the last 60 years have emerged from 
cannibalism into a civilization equaling 
that of the white man. This people 
numbers about 63,000 and is represent 
ed in parliament by four deputies. 

W. C. Holman of St. Paul was de¬ 
clared winner of the New York to 
Spokane, class A cross country derby, 
and $10,000. E. E. Ballough. Chica¬ 
go, was second, $5,000, and N. B. 
j Mamer, Spokane, third, $2,000.

Reaper-thresher machines are being 
' introduced throughout • the Brandon 
■ district. One company carried over 
! 54 machines from lftst year and 
! brought in 275 additional this year, 
nearly all of which have been shipped 
out to farmers. The majority are go- 
I ing to Saskatchewan with a number to 
Alberta. 

| Seems as if the army of harvesters 
I who came from the east got mislaid 
in the backwoods. Manitoba farmers 
I are now claiming that Saskatchewn 
, and Alberta received* almost every 
harvester, resulting in a severe short- 
| age in the eastern prairie province, 
j So far, Saskatchewan, farmers have 
not been heard from, otherwise we 
I should recommend an aerial search for 
l the lost tribes. 

I There have been no Canadian cattle 
j on the British market since April, 
j The - explanation is that American 
j markets have been too good to 
, warrant-shipping of the Canadian 
I .stuff overseas. But surely that is not 
j the way to capture and hold for 
Canada-the British meat market. If 
we want to make good in Britain we 
must give her people a regular and 
uninterrupted supply of the sort of 
meat they want. 

Kansas wheat pools handled 4,055,- 
243 bushels of wheat "in 1926-27, and 
paid their farmers a fraction over one 
dollar and ten cents a bushel after de¬ 
ducting expenses and two per cent, re¬ 
serve and average freight and country 
handling charges. The Department 
of Agriculture announced this estim¬ 
ate Wednesday, adding that the net 
price obtained by the pools ’ was a 
fraction over a dollar and thirty cents 
a bushel. 

The rates for hail insurance car¬ 
ried under the municipal plan for 1927 
have now been set by the Hail Insur¬ 
ance Board of Alberta. A statement 
by A. H. Tovell, the manager, show.- 
the volume of business written in¬ 
creased almost 40 per cent compared 
with last year-—1,139,000 acres being 
insured in 1926, and 1,551,000 in 1927. 
The losses in 1926 amounted to $680,- 
000 while the losses for 1927 are 
slightly under $2,500,OIK), a loss ratio 
of 17 per cent. There were 10,407 ap¬ 
plicants for insurance and more than 
5,000 of these were claimants. 

On his return from an inspection 
tour of the settlement made by the 
Canada Colonization Association in th, 
west, R. C. Duncan, assistant man¬ 
ager, brings, a good account of con¬ 
ditions of the new settlers. Prospects 
in Alberta, he said, are particularly 
bright. On the Goo. Lane farm at 
Namaka, of 13,000 acres, colonized 
the auspices of the association, hy 36 
families, the settlers expect to pay off 
$50000 of their indebtedness this year. 
Settlements made hy the association 
in the Lethbridge district arc *o sue 
cessful that it has been decideiT to in¬ 
crease them hy 25 families this fall. 

The exploit of “Reverand Gwydyr 
Williams’’ who was once a clergyman 
in Canada, hut unfrocked, is likely to 
have a serious sequel. With forged 
credi ntials, endorsed hy the seal of 
the Bishop of Minnesota, William 
took temporary office as curate when 
Rev. F. D. Wilkinson of St. Matthew- 
Canonbury, north London, was ill. In 
this capacity he conducted 12 mar¬ 
riages, besides a number of baptisms 
and now Bishop Stephney is inquiring 
whether the marriages Were leguK 
Williams was,, sentenced to niae 
months’ hard, labor in Saskatchewan 
for sending his wife in England a cerv 
tifleate of his death, which was forg¬ 
ed. He hus now disappeared. 


Joseph Cheadle, a Claresholm far¬ 
mer was trying to put on the bub 
sham on a binder, when the horses 
pulled the big wheel over his chest, so 
injuring him that he died. 

Archie Roach, the Calgary motorist 
whose car struck and killed Miss Enid 
Brown, recently, will be tried at the 
next sitting of the Criminal Court. He 
was allowed out on $5000 bail. 

Two crops of 57 bushels of wheat 
to the acre have been reported in 
Southern Alberta so far this year. 
These are the highest yields to date. 
Who will be the first to beat that 
famous figure,, 

Tunney and Dempsey got more 
money for 39 minutes in the ring 
Thursday night than Foch, Haig, 
Pershing and all the rest of the allied 
generalissimos during the four years 
of the great war. 

The tender of Henry Gahn for the 
building of the new skating and curl¬ 
ing rink was accepted and work has 
begun on it,. The ground has been 
levelled and given good weather work 
will go ahead rapidly. The tender 
was for $11,400.—Nanton News. 

Authorized delegates at the national 
Conservative convention which opens 
in Winnipeg on October 10, will have 
a balloting strength of 1,578 votes. 
This includes 65 privy councillors and 
senators outside of the province of 
Manitoba: The appointment of rep¬ 
resentation by provinces is as follows. 
Manitoba 165 ; Saskatchewan 130 ; 
Alberta 98 ; British Columbia 87 ;

F.W.A. local and Women's Institute 
in central Alberta is given the oppor¬ 
tunity to send one representative to 
the course, the only conditions attacn- 
ed being that the giil shall be 16 years 
of age or over, be resident on a farm 
and have had not more than one year 
of high school education. It is also 
asked that each organization sending 
a representative pay the transporta¬ 
tion of its candidate to and from Olds 
and meet the small expense incurred 
for living expenses while she attends 
the course. The scholarship to be 
awarded to the highest standing can¬ 
didate in the examinations which con¬ 
clude the course is to be used to de¬ 
fray her expenses while attending the 
regular winter course jn Home tEco- 
nomics at the O.S.A, In the. event of 
the winner being unable to attend, the 
scholarship will descend to the girl 
standing second. 

THE AUTOMOBILE RIVALRY 

The possibility that an automobile 
war will develop betweep Henry Ford 
and the General Motors is not causing 
anxiety to the general public, which 
assumes that it will benefit in better 
service and lower prices from a strug¬ 
gle for supremacy whatever the effect 
may be upon the profits and standing 
of the two big rivals. The history ot 
the development of the automobile in¬ 
dustry shows that prices have come 
down as the quality of cars has gone 
up. Mass production and keen com¬ 
petition have been factors working to 
the advantage of the car-purchasing 
public. Ford will always be remem¬ 
bered as the man who put the auto- 
mobille within reach of people of aver¬ 
age means. General Motors challenged 
the first-place position held by Ford 
by putting out a car slightly higher 
price, of greater beauty and power. 
Ford is about to reply with a car of 
new model which he expects to sweep 
all before it. It is rumored that this 
move will be met hy a more aggres¬ 
sive policy on the part of General 
Motors, in pursuance of which that 
company may link up closely with the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the large De Font interests. The Tor¬ 
onto Star does not think a battle to 
the death between Ford and General 
Motors is either likely or desirable. 
Modern business mob are too shrewd 
to allow their rivalries to develop de¬ 
structive tendencies. With a combina¬ 
tion of the* Steel Corporation with De 
Fonts and General Motors would ap¬ 
pear too formidable for even a man 
of Ford’s wealth to tackle, without 
misgivings, it must be remembered 
that the Detroit magnate is credited 
with having a surplus of 700 million 
dollars, of which 400 millions is in 
cash. Which probably means that he 
will not be easily enforced to take 
second place in motordom, tet alone 
be eliminated as a competitor.-—Medi¬ 
cine Hat News. _ ■ 


AN IMPERIAL TREASURE 
- V V 

Some centuries ago, a Roman citi¬ 
zen placed ,in the family tomb in the 
catacombs an urn containing 250 coins 
of the Imperial epoch. The urn has 
just been shattered by the sacriegious 
axe of a workman employed in exca¬ 
vation. For a brief moment the man 
stood in a shower of antique gold, by 
which he profited nothing, for the po¬ 
lice took the hoard to the Quaestors. 
It would appear that the treasure is 
of high numismatic value, the coins 
bearing the efflges of the Emperors 
Trajan, Hardrian, Antoninus^ and Mar 
gus Aubelius with whose stern and 
peculiarly English countenances visi¬ 
tors to the British Museum are ac¬ 
quainted. Roman coinage falls into 
the two periods of Republican and 
Imperial. The Emperor Augustus, in 
the year 16 B.C., instituted the'im¬ 
perial coinage, reserving to himself 
and to his successors the right to mint 
gold and silver, leaving bronze to the 
Senate; thus solving that difficulty of 
obtaining supplies which perplexed so 
many later European monarchs. Au¬ 
gustus struck the aureus, at 42 to the 
pound, equal in value to 25 denarii at 
84 to the pound, and introduced a new 
coinage in two metals, the sestertius 
and dupondius in brass, and the as 
semis and quadrans in copper. Later 
Emperors debased the coinage with 
some freedom. The obverse of. the 
Imperial coinage bears the portrait of 
the_ Imperial personage of the time. 
The reverse, in the -pre-Christian era 
bears a mythological, allegorical, or 
historical device connected with the 
Emperor, or a device of personal sig¬ 
nificance, such as the sphinx which 
Augustus used as his signet, or the 
capicorn which - was his natal sign.— 
Morning Post.
